Kerala Co-operative Societies Act, 1969 (21 of 1969 ), is hereby published 
for general information , as required by subsection (1) of the said section 109 ; 

Notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken up for 
consideration on or after 31-8-1984 and that any suggestion or objection 
which may be received from 

any persons in respect of the said 
draft on or before the date specified above , will be considered by 
the Government. Suggestions or objections , if any, shall be addressed 
to the Commissioner and Secretary to Government, Agriculture (Co 
operation ) Department, Government Secretariat, Trivandrum . 


DRAFT RULES 
1. Short title. - These rules may be called the Kerala Co-operative Societies 
(Amendment) Rule , 1983. 

2. Amendment to Rule 35 .-- In the Kerala Co-operative Societies 
Rules, 1969, in sub -rule (3) of rule 85 after clause (p ), the following clause 
shall be inserted , namely : 

“ (pp ) . If an election was not conducted on the date fixed or the 
election process was stopped before its completion under this rule , the 
entire procedure for the conduct of election as envisaged in this rule shall 
be followed afresh for the conduct of such election " .

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Explanatory Note 
( This does not form part of the notification , but is Intended to 
indicate its general purport.) 

When an election procedure is stopped as a result of the interruption , 
obstruction or riot or affray . or if at such an election , it is not possible to 
take poll for any sufficient cause , the Returning Officer shall stop the 
polling , after recording his reason for such an action , in the ininute book 
of the Suciety , as per clause (p ) of the sub rule (3 ) of the Rule 35 of the 
Kerala Co -operative Societies Rules. But the rule is silent from where 
the election process should again be started when the polling or election process 
is stopped by the Returning Officer . The implication is that the election 
process once stopped cannot be continued from the stage at which it was 
stopped , but it has to be resumed afresh . 

In order to make the position clear, a specific provision has to be 
incorporated by amending rule 35 of Kerala Co-operative Societies Rules . 
This notification is intended for the above purpose .

In the budget speech 1984-85, it was announced to introduce a Group 
Insurance Scheme for the State Government Employees. Pursuant to this , 
Government are pleased to approve the Scheme as detailed in the annexure 
to this order for implementation with effect from 1-9-1934 . 

2. The subscriptions towards the Group. Insurance Scheme will be 
credited by the drawing officers to the new minor head " (c ) Kerala State 
Government Employees Group Insurance Scheme" below the major head 
" 811- Insurance and Pension Funds” opened in the G. O. under reference . 
Apportionment of the amount to the sub heads viz., “ l. Insurance Fund” 
and " 2. Savings Fund” will be carried out by the Accountant General, Kerala , 
Trivandrum . 


3 . All Heads of Departments /Offices will bring the contents of this 
order to the personal notice of the oflicers working under them and will 
issue suitable directions for the implementation of the Scheme.

GROUP INSURANCE SCHEME 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub - section (i) of Section 2 of 
the Public Services Act, 1968 the Governor of Kerala hereby makes the 
following rules, namely : 


1. Title and date of effect 


1.1. These rules shall be called the Kerala State Employees Group 
Insurance Scheme Rules, 1984 . 

1.2 . These rules shall come into force from the first day of September, 
1984 . 


2. Objective 

2.1 . The Kerala State Employees Group Insurance Scheme, here 
inafter referred to as " the Scheme" , is intended to provide for the State emplo 
yees, .at a low cost and on a wholly contributory and self-financing basis , 
the twin benefits of an insurance cover to help their nominees in the event 
of death while in service and a lumpsum payment to augment their resources 
on retirement. 

2.2. Definitions: -- (i) " Family ” as defined in Ruie 71. Part 111, 
K.S.R. 


3. Application 
3.1 . The Scheme shall apply to 

(i) al! State Government employees appointed in accordance with 
the rules of recruitment, 

(ü ) State Government empoyces borne on work - chargcú cstablis : 
nient on time scales of pay , 

(ii) State Government employecs borne ou contiirent establish 
ment on time scales of pay, 

(iv) full time tcaching and non -trcaching staff of private schools 
and colleges under direct payment scheme and 

(v ) employees, other than those mentioned at (i) to (iv ) above, to 
whom the " Schene" may be extended under orders of Government. 

3.2 . The Scheme shall not apply to 

(i) persons in casual cmployment, 


(ii) persons subject to discharge from service on less than one month s 
notice, and 

(iii ) persons for whose appointment and other matters provisions 
are made by or under any law for the time being in force or in any contract 
in regard to matters covered by such law or such contract. 

3.3 . Such State employees to whom the Scheme applies are hereafter 
referred to as " employees ” . or " employee" . 
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4. Membership 

4.1. Membership of the scheme shall be optional for all those emplo 
yees , who are in service as on 1st September 1984 and compulsory to those 
who join service on or after 1st September 1984. 

4.2 . Those employees who are in service as on 1st September 1984 
shall continue to subscribe or cease to subscribe to the Kerala State Employees 
Family Benefit Fund with effect from 1st September 1984. Those who cease 
to subscribe to Family Benefit Scheme- should get themselves enrolled as 
members of the scheme with effect from the said date . 


4.3 . All employees who enter service in a month other than September 
1984, after the Scheme has come into force, shall be enrolled as members 
of the Scheme on the next anniversary of the Scheme . Those joining in 
September will be enrolled immediately, 

4 :4 . Every " employee" enrolled as member of the Scheme shall be 
informed by the head of office concerned the date of his enrolment and the 
subscription to be deducted from his salary/wages in Form I. This will also 
be entered in the Service Books of the employees. 

5. Subscription of members

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5.1. The subscription for the scherne shall be in units of Rs. 10 per 
month . E Group Employees shall subscribe for one unit, a Group D employee 
for two units, a Group C employee for three units, a Group B employee for four 
units and a Group A employee for five units. Thus, the rate of subscription 
for a member of the scheme shall be Rs. 10, Rs. 20, Rs. 30 , Rs.40, and Rs.50 
per month for Group E , D , C , B and A employees respectively . 

5.2 . In the event of regular promotion /appointment of a member 
from one Group to another, his subscription shall be revised , from the next 
anniversary of the scheme to the level appropriate to the Group to which 
he is promoted or appointed . Until the date of the next anniversary of the 
scheme he shall continue to be covered for insurance for the same amount 
for which he was eligible before such promotion /appointment. 

For example a Group E employee promoted /appointed on regular basis 
to Group D in October, 1984 shall continue to subscribe at the rate of Rs. 10 
per month upto Augus , 1985 and be eligible for the insurance cover of 
Rs. 10,000 only, in addition to the benefits from the Savings Fund appropriate 
to his subscription . From September, 1985 his subscription shall be raised 

to Rs. 20 per month and he shall become eligible for an insurance cover of 
: Rs. 20,000 , in addition to appropriate benefits from the Savings Fund. 

On his regular promotion /appointment from one Group to 
another every member shall be informed by the head of office concerned the 
month from which the subscription to be deducted from his salary /wages 
is revised as in Form 2 . 


5.3 . 


6 . Premium and insurance cover for employees other than 

members 
6.1 . An employee entering service in a month other than September 
falling after September, 1984 shall be given the benefit of insurance cover 
applicable to the Group to which he belongs from the date of joining Govern 
ment service to the date of his becoming member of the scheme on payment 
of a subscription of Rs. 3 per month as the premium for every Rs. 10,000 of 
the insurance cover . From the date of next anniversary of the scheme 
he shall. pay subscription at the rate indicated in para 5.1. above. 

For example , a Group E employee entering service in October 1984 
shall pay a subscription of Rs. 3 per month as premium for an insurance cover 
of Rs. 10,000 for a period of eleven months upto August, 1985 and from 
September , 1985 his subscription shall be raised to Rs. 10 per month and he 
shall become eligible for the benefits from Savings Fund in addition to the 
insurance cover of Rs. 10,000. Similarly, a Group D employee entering service 
in October, 1984 shall pay a subscription of Rs. 6 per inonth as the premium 
for an insurance cover of Rs. 20,000 for a period of eleven months upto June, 
1985 and from September, 1985 his subscription shall be raised to Rs. 20 
per month and he shall become eligible for the benefits from the Savings 
Fund in addition to insurance cover of Rs. 20,000 . 
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7. Insurance Fund and insurance cover for members 


7.1. In order to provide an insurance cover to each member of the 
scheme such portion of the monthly subscription as may be specified from 
time to time under orders of Government and for the present an amount 
of Rs. 3.125 for each unit of subscription shall be credited to an Insurance 
Fund to be held in the Public Account of the State Government, The amount 
of insurance cover shall be Rs. 10,000 for each unit of subscription . It 
shall be paid to the nominee /nominees of the member who dies due to any 
cause, while in service. 

7.2. The positive or negative balance under the Insurance Fund shall 
be credited or debited , as the case may be, with the amount of interest 
calculated at the prevailing rate of interest of 6 % or as fixed by Government 
from time to time. 


3. Savings Fand 


8.1 . Such portion of the monthly subscription as may be specified 
froin time to time under orders of Government and for the present an amount 
of Rs. 6.875 for each unit of subscription shall be credited to a Savings Fund: 
The amount in the Savings Fund shall be held by the State Government in 
Public Account. The total accumulation of savings together, with interest 
thercon shall be payable to the member on his retirement after attaining the 
are of superannuation or on cessation of his employment with the State 
Government or to his family on his death while in service . 

8.2 The benefit admissible from the Savings lund shall be as deter 
mined by Government from time to time and for the present as per illustra 
tion table attached herewith . This benefit is illustrative and in practice 
could be a little more or less than the amount shown in the table which has 
been constructed on the basis of individual s subscription reduced by the cost 
of insurance at mortality rate of 3.75 per thousand and the compound interest 
of 10 per cent thereon . If at any time the rate of interest changes and/or 
the cost of insurance changes the benefit available from the savings fünd is 
liable to be changed correspondingly. 

8.3. In the case of death of a member the payment of the amount of 
insurance shall be in addition to the payment from the Savings Fund . 

8.4. The positive balance under the Savings Fynd shall be credited 
with the amount of interest calculated at the rate of notified by the govern 
ment for the purpose . 

8.5 . Subject to the provisions of sub -rule 4 above, interest shall be allowed 
at 10 per cent per annum on the balances in the Savings Fund for a block of 
five years commencing from the date the scheme comes into force , 
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9. Recovery of subscription : 


9.1. The subscription of a member for a month shall fall due at the 
commencement of the normal working hours on the first day of the succecding 
month . 


9.2. The subscription as a premium for the insurance cover 612 joining 
Government service shall initially fall due on the commencement of first day 
of subsequent month . 

9.3. The subscription for a month shall be recovered by deduction from 
the salary/wage of the member/einployee fir the preceding mon , irres 
pective of the date of actual payment of the salary /wage . 

9.4.- The subscription shall be. recovered every month including the 
month in which the member /employee ceases to be in employinent on account 
of retirement, death , resignation , removal from service etc., and cntered in 
the pass book prescribed in Form 9 and initialled by their Drawing and Dis 
bursing Officers concerned in the case of non -gazetted officers. Self drawing 
officers may enter the details and sign then selves. 

.9.5. The Drawing and Disbursing Officer shall recover the subscription 
from the members/employees irrespective of their being on duty, leave or 
suspension . 

9.6. No interest shall be levied on arrears of subscriptions if the non 
recovery is due to delayed payments of salary/Wage. 

9.7. If an "employee or a member is on leave without allowances and 
there is no payment of his salary/wage for the period, his suisseriptions for 
such period shall be recovered with interes! admissible under the scheme 
on the, accretions to the Savings Fund in not more than three instalments 
commencing froni his salary /wage for the month icluding the month in which 
he resumes duty after leave. If an employee or a member dies wluil : on 
leave without allowances, the subscriptions due from him shall be recovered 
with interest admissible under the scheme on the accretions to the Savings 
Fund from the payments admissible to his family under the scheme . 

For example , if a Group , E memberſemple vee proceeds on ten incirihs 
leave without allowances from 5th October, 1984 to 4th August, 1935 and 
no salary/wage is paid to him for any day for November, 1934 to June 1935, 
his subscriptions totalling Rs. 80 shall be recovered together with interest 
calculated at the compound rate of interest of 10 % per annum in not.more 
than three instalments conuencing from August, 1985 . 

9.8 . If an employee or a member proceeds on deputation or on foreign 
service, the borrowing authority forcign employer shall be requested to elect 
the recovery of the subscription and credit the same to the relevant Leads of 
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account. It shall be ensured that the necessary clause to this effect is included 
in the terms of deputation /Foreign Service in future. The recovery of this 
amount shall be watched in the manner specified in the accounting proce 
dure prescribed by Government. If at any time the recovery of subscription 
falls in arrcars, the same shall be recovered with interest admissible under 
the scheme on the accretions to the Savings Fund in not more than three 
instalments . 

10. Payment from Insurance Fund/Savings Fund 

10.1. If a member retires on attaining the age of superannuation or 
otherwise ceases to be in State Government Service and his Service Book 
discloses that he has been a member of the scheme , the Administrator of the 
scheme shall issue a sanction for the payment of the member s accumulation 
in the Savings Fund after obtaining a simple application in Form No. 3. 

10.2 . If an employee or a member dies while in service and his Service 
Book discloses that he was given the benefit of insurance cover or was a member 
of the Scheme the Head of Office shall address the nominee(s) /heir (s) of the 
employee concerned in Form No. 4 to submit an application in Form No. 5 
and on receipt thereof shall forward it to the Administrator of the Scheme 
who shall issue a sanction for the payment of the amount of insurance or / 
and the accumulation in the Savings Fund to him (them ). 

10.3. The amount payable to the nomince(s)/heir(s) of an employee 
who has the benefit of an insurance cover only shall be the amount of 
insurance appropriate to his group . 

10.4 ., The amount payable to the nominee (s)/heir(s) of a member of 
the scheme who dies while in service shall be 

(a ) the amount of appropriate insurance to which he was entitled 
at the time of his death ; plus , 

(b ) the amount due to him out of the Savings Fund for the entire 
period of his membership in the lowest Group ; and 

(c) the amount or amounts due to him for the additional units by 
which his subscription was raised on each occasion due to appointment/pro 
motion to higlier group for the period from which the rate of subscription 
was raised to the date of his death . 


For example , if a Group E employee, who is a member of the scheme 
acquires a membership in Group D and Group C after 5 years and 15 years 
of service respectively and dies while in service after 30 years of total member 
ship in all these groups, his nominee or nominees shall be paid the sum of the 
following amounts : 

(i) the amount of insurance of Rs. 30,000 due on a monthly subs 
cription of Rs. 30 , being a Group C employee on the date of his death ; 


(ii) the amount due from Savings Fund on a monthly subscription 
of Rs. 10 for 30 years ; 

(iii) the amount due from Savings Fund on a monthly subscription 
of Rs. 10 (Rs. 20 – Rs. 10 ) for 25 years ; and 

(iv ) the amount due from Savings Fund ,on a monthly subscription 
of Rs. 10 (Rs. 30 — Rs. 20 ) for 15 years. 

10.5. The amount payable to the “member who.ceases to be in employ- . 
ment with the State Government on account of resignation , retirement etc., 
shall be 

(a ) the amount due to him out of the Savings Fund for the entire . 
period of his membership in the lowest Group ; and 

(b ) the amount or amounts due to him for the additional units by 
which his subscription was raised on each occasion due to appointment/ 
promotion to higher group , for the period from which the rate of subscrip 
tion was so raised to the date of cessation of his membership . 

For example , if a Group E employee who is a member of the scheme 
acquires a membership in Group D and Group C after 10 and 20 years of 
service respectively and retires on superannuation after 30 years of totalmember 
ship in all these Groups, he shall be paid the sum of the following amounts : 

(i) the amount due to him from Savings ·Fund on a monthly 
subscription of Rs. 10 for 30 years ; 

( ii ) the amount due to him from Savings Fund : on a monthly 
subscription of Rs. 10 (Rs. 20 - Rs. 10) for 20 years; and 

( iii ) the amount due to him from Savings Fund on a monthly 
subscription of Rs. 10 (Rs. 30 — Rs. 20) for 10 years. 

10.6 . If any employee or member dies during a month before the 
recovery of subscription for that month from him , the amount duc in 
respect of him shall be paid after deducting the subscription .. 

107. If any employee or member joins later ,on an All India Service , 
he can either continue as a member of the scheme or seek closure of accounts 
at his option . 

11. Withdrawals from Insurance Fund/Savings Fund 

11.1. It will not be permissible for any member or other beneficiary 
of the scheme to withdraw any amount out of the Insurance Fund to which 
he has been subscribing . The amount due from the fund on the death of 
member of the scheme while in service , shall be worked out in accordance 
.. with rule . 10.and paid to his nominec (s) in accordance with the accounting 
procedure prescribed by Government.

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11.2. It shall also not be permissible for any member of the scheme 
to withdraw any amount from the Savings Fund to which he has been subs 
cribing . The amount due to him from the fund. on his cessation of employ 
ment on account of resignation , retirement etc., shall beworked out in accor 
dance with rule 10 and paid to him or his nominee (s) in accordance with the 
accounting procedure prescribed by Government. 
12. Loans/advances from or against accumulations in Insurance 

Fund/ Savings Fund 
No loans or advances shall be paid to any member or other beneficiary 
of the scheme from or against his accumulations in the Insurance -Fund / 
Savings Fund to which he has been subscribing . 
13. Utilisation of accumulation in Insurance Fund /Savings 

Fund 
The accumulations in the Insurance Fund /Savings Fund shall be at the 
disposal of the State Government. Since the scheme is wholly self - financing 
and self -supporting , the bulk of these accumulationsmay be utilised for hous 
ing schemes and other schemes for the benefit of the members of the scheme. 

14. Mode of notification of the scheme 

The scheme shall be notified to the employees by displaying a copy 
thereof on the notice board or where no such notice board is provided , at a 
prominent place in the premises where the employees are working . A few 
copies of the scheme may also be supplied to the recognized unions/associa 
tions of the employees. It will also be published in the Gazette . 

15. Action on the scheme , coming into force 

15.1. By the 10th of the month preceding the month in which the scheme 
comes into force, the Head of Office shall supply to the Drawing and Dis 
bursing Officer a statement indicating the name, the Group and the date of 
birth of every employee in servi on the date of commencement of the scheme. 

15.2 . By the ioth of every month from the month in which the scheme 
comes into force, the Head of Office shall supply to the Drawing and Dis 
bursing Officer, names , group , dates of birth and dates of appointment of 
persons: 

(a ) Who may be appointed to any service or post under the State 
Government during the preceding month and who would be eligible for 
Insurance cover under the schemes in termsof rule 6.1 ; 

(b ) who have been enrolled as members of the scheme during the 
preceeding month in terms of rule 4.3; and 

(c) who have been promoted /appointed from one Group to another 
and whose rate of subscription is revised in terms of rule 5.2 . 
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16. Register of Members 

The Head of Office shall ensure that Group -wise register of members is 
maintained in Form No. 8 and Pass Book kept up -to -date . The Drawing 
and Disbursing Officer concerned shall inspect these registers once in a year 
to verify whether appropriate subscriptions are being recovered from all 
employees who have joined the Insurance Fund or both the Insurance Fund 
and the Savings Fund under the scheme and record a certificate to this effect. 


17. Nomination 


17.1. The Head of Office shall obtain from every employee , a nomina 
tion conferring on one or more persons of the family the right to receive the 
amount that may become payable under this ‘Scheme s in the event of his 
death before attaining the age of superannuation . In the case of employees 
who are in State Government Service as on 1st September , 1984 , such nomi 
nation shall be obtained immediately and in any case within two months and 
in thecase of employees who join State Government Service on or after 1st 
September, 1984, such nomination shall be obtained along with the joining 
report. 

17.2 . If any ernployee or member of the scheme has a family at 
the time of his making the nomination he shall make such nomination only 
in favour of a member or members of his family . In the case of married 
employee/member , family for this purpose will include only the wife /husband 
and children of the employee /member. In case he does not have a family 
as defined above at the time of nomination , he may nominated any person 
coming under. family as defined in Rule 71, Part III, Kerala Service Rules. 
However, such nomination will become invalid in the event of his acquiring 
a family as defined above . On acquiring the family , he shall make a fresh 
nomination in favour of the family . 

17.3 . If any employees or member nominates more than one person 
under rule 17.1 he shall specify in the nomination the amount of share 
payable to each of the nominees in such a manner as to cover the whole of 
the amount payable under the scheme , failing which the amount payable 
under the scheme shall be equally distributed among the nominccs.

• 17.4 . The nomination shall be made in Form No. 6 or Form No. 7 
as is appropriate in the circumstances. 


17.5 . Any employee or member of the scheme may at any time 
cancel a nomination by sending a notice to the Head of Office along with 
a fresh nomination made in accordance with the above provision . 

17.6 . The nomination received from the employees /members shall 
be countersigned by the Head of Office and pasted on their Service Books. 
The Head of Office shall also make an entry in the service book that the 
nomination has been duly received . 
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18 . The existing Kerala State Employees Family Benefit Scheme 

* 18.1. Those Government employees who are subscribing to the Kerala 
State Family Benefit Scheme can also join this Scheme. 

18.2 . However, if they request to discontinue the Family Benefit 
Scheme, the amount remitted under the scheme shall be repaid to them at 
the time of leaving , service. 

18.3 . Those employees who join service on or after Ist September 
1984 shall be exempted from joining the Kerala State Employees Family 
Benefit Scheme. 


19. Administration 


The Director of Insurance is nominated as Administrator of the Scheme. 


20. Accounting 


The transactions relating to the scheme shall be accounted for in 
accordance with the procedure laid down by the Finance Department in 
this behalf. 


21. Interpretation and clarification 

21.1 . If any categories of employees are not specifically classified 
into Group A , Group B , Group C , Group D or Group E , classification shall 
be assumed in accordance with the principles laid down in this regard 
separately:

AWARD 
This Industrial Dispute is referred to this Court for adjudication by 
the Government of Kerala as per G.O. (Rt.) No. 118 /82 /LBR dated 
5-2-1982. The issue referred is 

“ Lockout of Mischmetal & Flints (Pvt.) Ltd." , 
2 .. The disputé is between the General Secretary, Shertallai Taluk 
Industrial Employees Union (CITU ), Shertallai and the Managing 
Director, Mischmetal & Flints (Pvt.) Ltd., Mayithara , Shertallai. 

3. The facts which led to this reference are the following : - 
An Industrial Dispute arose between the management and their workmen 
represented by the Secretary of the Shertallai Taluk Ind istries employees 
Union regarding the Payment of Bonus, Payment of adyance etc. 
Negotiations were going on in the matter and a series of joint conference 
of the parties had been held in the office of the Deputy Labour Officer, 
Alleppey. But in the meantime the workers resorted to direct action 
including strike . The management had therefore declared lockout of 
the factory . The joint discussion of the parties were continued at 
Alleppey on 7-5-1980 in which a settlement was arrived at by the parties. 
But, in continuation of the lockout in 1979 , the management violated the 
terms of the settlement. As per the settlement one v P. Rajan is to be 
reinstated in service but themanagement failed to do so . Subsequently on 
account of the intervention of the Labour Department, the management 
was forced to take him back in service . From that date onwards the 
management was trying to deprive the workmen of their legal rights and 
even their work . The union placed a memorandum of demand on 
17-10-1980 . Displeased in this demand, the management illegally denied 
work to all workmen . They kept the office open but work was denied 
to the workers by keeping the factory closed . The management also 
framed false charges against the workmen and proceeded with disciplinary 
action . On 29-11-1980 the management issued a notice stating that the . 
workers are not reporting for work . The real fact was that the workmen 
were regularly reporting for work but work was illegally denied to them 
The lockout still continues and it is illegal and unjustified . The workers 
are therefore entitled to get their full wages. The management was not 
prepared to solve the matter and hence the matter was finally referred 
to this Court by the Government. 

4. No separate claim statement is filed before this Court. The 
management filed their written statement raising the following content 
ions: The reference is bad in law as there was no lockout in existence 
at the time of reference. This union has also no locus standi to 
respresent the workers of the management as a majority of the workers 
had resigned from this union . The management is a private limited 
company which was running more as a manufacturing union in the 
industrial estate, at Mayithara , Shertallai and had engaged 16 workers in 
heir factory . The factory.was manufacturing Mischmetal & Flints . The 
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workers under the leadership of this union were restorting , to all sorts of 
activities to cause loss and damage to the management by wasting the 
costly raw materials etc. for pressing themanagement to conccde to their 
illegal demands. When the loss had becane unberable this mangement 
was forced to declare lockout on 19-12-1979. After prolonged discussions 
before the conciliation officer a settlement was effected on 7-3-1980 and 
the management had lifted the lockout on 10-3-1980 as agreed in the settle 
ment arrived before the conciliation officer. Even though the management 
lifted the lockout on 10-3-1980 the workers were continuing their illegal 
strike till April, 1980. Thereafter the factory began to function and the 
workers started work but still they resorted to all sorts of misbehaviour 
and began to cause loss and damage to the company. Finally during 
November , 1980 the workers obstructed the despatch of the finished 
products kept in the bank godown and so the management had to seek 
police help to remove the finished goods from the bank godown . After 
the removal of the finished goods on 26-11-1980 seven workers of the 

company entered into the office room and manhandled the Manager by 
.. which he had suffered serious injuries. After that attack on the manager 

none of the workers reported for duty. The management therefore initiated 
legal action against the workers for unauthorised absence and other 
serious misconducts. They were given charge sheets and were also given 
sufficient opportunity to prove their innocence. While the disciplinary 
proceeding were in progress 6 workers tendered their resignation and 
left the service of themanagement . The other workers had not reported 
for duty . After waiting for a reasonable time and finding that the workers 
have not reported for work , the management also stopped going to the 
factory . The staff members , who were working in the office also refused 
to come to the factory, fearing the workers threat. On these grounds it 
is contended that the management had not been able to carry on the work 
in the factory and that therefore an award may be passed in favour of the 
management. 

5 . On 30-9-1983 the case was posted for evidence of the management. 
When the case was called , both sides submitted that the dispute has been 
settled between the parties, that the workers had received their entire 
dues from the Management and that therefore the Industrial Dispute 
my be disposed off . In view of the submissions made by the parties I find 
that there is no subsisting dispute between the parties. An award is passed 
accordingly declaring that there is not subsisting dispute between the 
parties. Parties will suffer costs. 

This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from 
the date of its publication in the Government Gazette .

AWARD 
The common award passed in I.D. Nos. 31/72 and 22/76 was challenged 
by the Unions before the Hon . High Court ofKerala and their Lordship 
Justice T. Kochu Thommen was pleased to demand the award with the 
following observations. 

“ Iu the circumstances, except in regard to the computation of the 
compensation payable to the retrenched and discharged employees 
which I dircct the Tribunal to reconsider with reference to the 
relevant statutory provisions, I see no reason to intercfere with the 
rest of the award . Subject to what is stated above , the original 

petition is dismissed .”

ORDER 
In G.O.(P ) 202 /72 /PD dated 22-5-1972, Government have laid down a 
scheme for selection of candidates for appointment as Driver by transfer 
from other classes or categories in various Government departments. Accord 
Yng to this order the appointing authorities are not actually, filling up the 
post by giving promotion to the qualified last grade employees in their 
respective departments . The vacancy of driver is filled up by a candidate 
sponsored by the co -ordinating agency viz. the Director of Employment. 
Since the G.O. dated 22-5-1972 is confined to Government departments 
only , the Director of employment and the Regional Transport Officer 
concerned cannot proceed further in the matter of selection of last grade 
employees in Municipal Corporation Service for recruitment as Drivers in 
Municipal Common Service under this method . 

The Director ofMunicipal Administration has recommended that the 
last grade employees in Municipalities, Corporations and Guruvayur 
Township Committee may also be given the benefit in the matter of 
appointment of Drivers in Municipal Common Service as in the case of their 
counterparts in Government departments . The Director of Employment 
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has agreed to prepare a separate select list of candidates from the last grado 
posts in Municipal Service. Government are, therefore, pleased to order , 
in consultation with the Public Service Commission that for appointment of 
drivers of motor vehicles in Municipal Common Service by transfer from 
Last Grade Employees in Municipalities, Municipal Corporations and 
Guruvayur Township Committee the procedure laid down in the 
scheme annexed to this order will be followed in future .

Scheme for selection of candidates for appointments as 
Drivers in Municipal Common Service by transfer from 

Last Grade Posts in Municipal Service 


At present rules relating to filling up of the post of Drivers in Govern 
ment Departments are followed in Municipal Common 

Service also . 
In Government Departments direct recruitment of Drivers is resorted to 
ouly in the absence of qualified persons in service including last grade 
servants . Therefore , in Municipal Common Service also , the question of 
recruitment of drivers through Public Service Commission arises only in the 
absence of qualified persons in Municipal Service . 

According to G.O.Ms. 439 /Public (Rules) Department dated 26-5-1965 
any Government Servant falling under any other class or category in the 
General subordinate Service is eligible to be appointed as a driver by 
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transfer in the same Department or any other Department if he has the 
following qualificationis 

For Lorry Drivers : 
( 1) Literacy in Malayalam or Tamil or Kannada or Hindi or 

English ; 
(2) Must possess current Driving Licence endorsed for cars and 

delivery vans and experience in driving motor vehicles for not 

less than three years. 
Note:—As the Peons ih the Municipal Service cannot accept any other 

job (as drivers) and gain experience in driving, it will be enough 
that they should have held valid Driving Licence for not less 

than three years. 
In the circumstances, it is considered necessary to have a scheme for 
registration of eligible candidates on a district-wise basis after sciecting 
suitable candidates from the list of eligibles. 

The Director of Municipal Administration will forward to the Director 
of Employment and Training every half year in the pro forma in Appendix I, 
to reach him not later than 15th July and 15th January each year a 
statement of persons qualified for the appointment and who wish to be 
appointed as drivers. The District in which the candidates has desired 
employment will be particularly mentioned . A candidate will be allowed 
to indicate only one District at his choice. Before the end of August and 
February each year a list of all such candidates will be prepared by the 
Director of Employment, District-war according to the stations where each is 
working at the time in the form Appendix II. This list should be sent in 
duplicate to the Regional Tran port Officer of the District concerned with 
a request to assess their suitability for appointment as Drivers. The 
Regional Transport Officer may instruct the Motor Vehicle Inspector to 
summon the candidates through the Heads of Offices concerned to appear 
before him on the date and time to be specified . The candidates should 
appear before the Motor Vehicle Inspector with the Driving Licences 
possessed by them and they will be verified by the Motor Vehicle Inspector 
before the test. The Motor Vehicle Inspector will then conduct the 
practical tests of such candidates and return one copy after noting the results 
of the test to the Director of Employment before the end of September and 
March respectively . The Director of Employment will then prepare 
District-wise lists in the pro forma in Appendix III , the candidates being 
ranked according to their length of service under the Municipal 
Service based on the entry in Appendix I. Vacancies arising in any 
Municipality/ Corporation Township Committee in the State should be 
notified to the Director of Employment and he will advise nanc from the 
lists so prepared . Every year the list should be supplemented . The appointing 
authorities need address Public Service Commission only if cand dates arc 
not available with the Director of Enployment for appointment by transfer. 
Only after exhausting the list prepared in a previous year should a candidate 
be advised from he list prepared during the subsequent year.
